An informal dinner was given by the Institute of Traffic 
Engineers at the Benjamin Franklin Hotel on Monday evening, June 
1, during the Third Annual Greater Philadelphia Safety Confer- 
ence, to which all members of the Institute attending the Confer- 
ence were invited, as well as others interested in traffic prob- 


lems. 


Twenty-six members and guests were present. A great many 
interesting phases of the traffic problem were discussed, especi- 
ally on the subject, “Now the Pages on Traffic Control and Faci- 
litation in the American City Magazine Could Best be Used for the 
Further Advance of the Traffic Engineering Profession". Robert A. 
Mitchell (Associate), Traffic Engineer of Philadelphia, acted as 
chairman of the meeting and was requested to draft a letter on 
the subject, which would be sent to all the members of the Insti- 
tute for their attention and consideration. Harold S. Buttenheim 
(Affiliate), Editor of The American City, was a welcome guest, as 
were several prominent officials of the City of Philadelphia. 
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Walter W. Matthews, Safety Director of the Philadelphia 
Chamber of Commerce and a prospective member of the Institute, 
was the active Director of the Safety Conference. Miller McClin- 
tock (Member), was the principal speaker at the luncheon, which 
was attended by over a thousand people. T. Elmer Transeau (Assoc- 
iate), Assistant Director of Public Safety of Philadelphia, was 
one of the principal speakers at the Highway Safety session of 
the Conference.
